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SAM HOUSTON- 
The Texas Tornado

When you visit Texas, you stand in awe 
at the grandeur and beauty of that vast coun- 
try. Let's pause a moment and give thanks to 
the man who is most responsible for making 
Texas the State it now is. That man is Sam 
Houston and when you speak of Texas you 
speak of Sam Houston. 

Sam was thirteen when his father died, 
where the family was living near Lexington. 
Virginia. He had little opportunity for an edu- 
cation but all his life was an ardent reader. Sam 
was so impressed with Homer's "Iliad" that he 
tried to learn Latin and Greek in order to read 
the classics in the original. Aid was refused 
him by his schoolmaster, possibly because he 
had not mastered them himself. Because of this, 
Houston declared he would not study another 
lesson as long as he lived. This ended his school- 
ing, but his early education lasted during hit 
entire life. 

After his father's death, his mother moved 
to Tennessee, near the Tennessee River. On the 
opposite side of the river lived the Cherokee*, 
and when his older brothers made him clerk in 
a general store, he disliked his job so intense- 
ly that he ran away and lived with these Indians, 

He took their dress, learned their languagt, 
and was adopted by the chief, Oolooteka. The 
name the chief gave him was Coloneh-The-Rover. 
He Jived with the Indians till he was eighteen. 

Then the War of 181 2 brought him back 

to civilization. He became a sergeant and finally 

third lieutenant, but never fought against the 
British. 



The war with the Creeks gave him his first 
taste of bloody battle. Fighting with Jackson 
at Horshoe Bend, an arrow nipped him in the 
thigh. The arrow was dangling from the wound, 
held in the flesh only by its barbed point. Hou- 
ston called to one of bis aides to extract it. The 
Lieutenant tried twice half-heartedly, fearing he 
was hurting Houston. Sam raised his sword over 



the Lieutenant's head and threatened to decapit- 
ate 'him, if he did not pull it out on the next 
try. Finally, the arrow dislodged itself. Sam's 
wounds were severe and he was years recover- 
ing. He was also shot twice by bullets and those 
wounds never fully healed. In spite of these 
wounds, he stayed in the army until 1819. He 
became first aide to the Adjutant General of the 
Southern Division, then sub-agent to the Chero- 
kees. He did not hit it off with John G Calhoun, 
the Secretary of War, which led to his retire- 
ment. 



After leaving the Army he turned to law, 
the only road he knew to politics. At that time 
there was only one law school in the entire' 
United States. It was housed in a small building 
in Litchfield, Conn. Houston attended and grad- 
uated without funds, finally opening an office in 
Lebanon, Tenn. He did not have sufficient mon- 
ey to pay the postage due on his letters, which 
at that time was paid upon receipt. It was not 
until twenty years later that Rowland Hill, the 
British Postmaster General, devised our present 
system of prepaying by stamps. 



If he lacked money, he had one thing in 
his favor, the friendship of Andrew Jackson. 
This friendship lasted ail their lives, 

Houston's rise was one of the most rapid 
in American politics. 

In 1819. ht was Adjutant General of Teo- 
nessee with the rank of Colonel. 

In 1821. he became Major General of State 
Militia. 

In 1823. he was elected to Congress and 
served two terms. 

In 1827, he was elected Governor of Ten- 
nessee. There was a great deal of talk about 
snaking him President on Jackson's retirement. 
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His eccentricity of dress was the talk of 
Tennessee. On the day of his inauguration as 
Governor, he wore a tall bell-crowned medium- 
brimmed shining black beaver hat, shining black 
patent-leather military cravat, a standing collar, 
ruffled white shirt, black satin vest, black satin 
pants gathered at the waist with a large red sash 
covered with fancy bcadwork, embroidered silk 
stockings and pumps with large gold buckles. 
In that attire he was re-nominated for Governor. 

His political future looked bright and he 
was the matrimonial catch of Tennessee. He 'es- 
caped marriage until he met Eliza Allen, daugh- 
ter of a wealthy business man, who was also 
prominent in all state affairs. They married in 
1829. The marriage lasted four months when 
they separated, she went back to her father and 
Houston resigned from Government and left 
the stato. 

He returned to live with his foster-father 
Oolooteka in Arkansas and lived there as an In- 
dian for three years. 

Later, President Jackson sent Houston to 
San Antonio to secure the return of Indians 
who had left the United States. Houston cover- 
ed over a thousand miles of rough cpuntryside 
in two months on horseback. When he finally 
arrived in Texas he was acclaimed the hero of 
the hour, and that was his first glimpse of Texas. 
The Americans in Texas took Sam Houston to 
their hearts and learning of his political experi- 
ence, tent him »s a delegate to the convention 
•t San Felipe. There he helped draft the new 
constitution and was a member of the committee 
that drew up the Declaration of the people of 
Texas. 



When the new constitution was adopted, 
there was a plan afoot to send it to Santa Anna 
at Mexico City. But who was to take this mes- 
sage? The colonists found themselves in a very 
awkward position. A committee of three wu 
appointed but two of them found h would be 
quite impossible for them the make the long 
journey. One lone brave soldier, Stephen Austin, 
undertook to do it alone. He was rewarded with 
hunger, heartbreak and despair, ending with im- 
prisonment. When he returned to Texas, his 
health was broken but he fought through the 
war of independence. His dream was accom- 
plished. 

While Austin was away things were begin- 
ning to happen in Texas and Sam Houston saw 
that wax could not be avoided. He was made 



commander-in*chicf, and used his own last five 
dollars to send out a rider to rouse the country. 
Volunteers were organized to drive off an attack. 
Soon they heard that Santa Anna was arriving 
in Texas with his Mexican army, which outnum- 
bered the Texans nearly two to one. Santa Anna 
all puffed up with success, after his battle at 
the Alamo, pushed his way forward burning 
down town after town. 

Houston's small army went out to meet the 
invaders. On catching sight of the Texans, Santa 
Anna's men commenced firing. 

; The Texans were lodged in a bed of Buf. 
falo Bayou. The Mexicans were in a salt marsh. 
If either side lost there would be no room for 
retreat. They had to fight it out where they stood. 
In the skirmish one Texan was killed. This made 
Houston and the Texans very angry and they 
advanced to the attack. There was only one lit- 
tle bridge for the men to cross. Suddenly out 
of a clear sky came the shout, "I have cut down 
Vince's bridge! Now fight for your lives!'* The 
infantry and cavalry of both sides started fight- 
ing for their lives. The bloody battle soon ceas- 
ed and the Texans rushed over the frail bridge 
shouting, "Remember the Alamo." Most of the 
fifteen hundred Mexicans were killed, wounded 
or captured. On Houston's side there were only 
two killed and twenty-three wounded. Santa 
Anna was taken prisoner but was released as 
he and his men made their speedy return back 
to their own soil. 

This battle made Houston the popular idol 
of the new Republic, and they named the city 
of Houston for this victorious general. He was 
received with cheers amid waving banners. What 
a wonderful feeling to a man like Houston to 
live and see his dream of an independent Texas 
come true. It was Houston's efforts that brought 
Texas into the Union.
